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Maybe a man’s footstep on the moon was so awe- 
inspiring as to silence the most strident of Earth’s 
voices—at least momentarily. 

At any rate, America lowered her voice in 1969. 

But while America quieted, she kept an eye peeled. 

One eye on the rest of the globe, where unrest in 
such places as Viet Nam and the Middle East seemed 
little different than other years. 

And one eye on America, lest a quieting of voices 
become a sleep during which the momentum for prog- 
ress could be lost. For, while the previous years of 
the 1960s may have been turbulent, they were also 
productive. 

And those years held a potential for the better life 
which forward-thinking men were determined not to 
let slip from their hands. 

Organized labor continued in its place among 
those forward-thinking men, seeking the new era of 
“peace and abundance” of which Astronaut Edwin E. 
Aldrin spoke at the AFL-CIO’s Eighth Convention— 
a convention which rededicated the labor movement 
to progress in the 1970s.
